“ A long range forecast for the future 
road program cannot be made until the 
state-wide H ighw ay Planning Survey has 
been completed, and the report thereon 
is made available.” 
The survey w ill also answer three fin­ 
ancial problems, important 
in 
making 
just legislation; the highway reipiirements 
of the state; the motor vehicle owner’s 
share of the cost and the vehicle owner’s 
ability to pay. 
It is the duty of the citizens of the 
state of Missouri to urge the legislature 
to put aside all proposals for highway 
construction and tax proposals for build­ 
ing funds until the “ State-Wide Highw ay 
Planning survey is completed.
